On May 0, 1808, It Was Ordared by
Genernl John A, Logan, Command«
er=in«Chief of the Grand Army wof
the Republic, that May 30 Sheuld
Be Set Aside for Strewing Flowers
on the Graves of Deparied Des
fenders of the Union,

Appeal to the Citlzens Ly the
Memorial Day Committes of
Orand Army of the Republie
May 0, 1868, General John A, Logan,

commander-in-chief of the Grand Army

of the Republle, designated the 20th
day of May, 1868, Tor the purpose of
strewing with flowers, or otherwise
decornting the graves of commdes who
dled In defense of thelr country during
the late rebellion, amd whoss bodles
now lle In mimost every ecity, viliage
and hamlet echurchyard in the land,
May 11, 1870, ot the National encamp-
ment held at Washdngton, D, C,, ar-
ticle 14 was Incorporated In the rules
and regulations of the Grand Army of
the Republic as follows: “The Natlon-

al encampment hereby cstablishes o

Memorial Day to be ohserved by the

members of the Grand Army of the Re-

public on the 30th day of May, annual-

Iy, In commemoration of the deeds of

our fellow comrades When such day

occura on Sunday, the preceding day
shall be observed, exXcept when by legal
enactment the succeeding day is made

a legal holldny, when such day shall

e observed.

NOT ON BUNDAY.

In 1874 a proposition to observe SBun-
day, when May 30 occurs on that day,
was decided adversely by the Natlonal
encampment.

In the state of Pennsylvanin, Memo-
rial Day wias made a legnl holiday by
act of leglslature, aproved May 26, 15874,
The act provides that when May 30
falls on Bunday the day preceding shall
be observed,

In 1878 the commamder-in-chlef ex-
pressed "his regreta that it became nec-
essary to remind some of the comrades
that the day #s sacred to the memory
of our herolo dead, and that it i not,
in mny sense, a time for pleasure, ex-
cursions, or merry-making of any
kind." He called for all right-minded
members of the order, and all who sym-
pathize with us, to prevent by any and
all means in thelr power any attempt
to use the day ror any other purpose
than that for which it was Instituted.

In 1584 Lthe commander-in-chief says
“that the giving of balls, the holding of
plenles, excursions, ete,, on Memorial
Day I8 In violation of both the spirit
and the declared purposes of the day
and I8 hereby condemned.”

DAY OF REMEMBRANCES,

T 1586 the commander-in-chief says,
Memorkal day Is the choleest in the'cal-
endar of the Grand Army—a day of
sweet rememibrances, dear to every loy-
al heart, and uny violation of its sa-
créedness by making it the occasion for
frivolity and amusements, sucrh as
characterize the Fourth of July, should
be treated as an Indlgnity to the com-
rades who dled that this country might
live. The 30th of May, usually obsery.
ed, this year falling upon Bunday, the
day set apart by all Christian nations
for the worship of Almighty God, Bat-
urday, the 2ih, will, by acti the
Grand Army of the Republic and enact-
ment of the legislature of Pennsylvii-
nie he Memorinl day, or
as designated by our present national
and department commanders, “The Na-
tion's Sabbath day” and “"Our Boacied
floral Sabbath."
